Health Officer's Report for 
February. 


There has been a lessening in the 
incidence of Smallpox. Owing to 
continuance of the snkpicion of Municipal 
sanitary methods, which originated wi 
the plegae operations of last year, the 
free vaccination vf Chinese hrs not been 
properly availed of and the same want 
of co-operation ia still mapifiat in other 
branches of sanitary work t+ the de- 
triment of Poblic Health 

With the exception of Smallpox 
there has been no marked prevalenoe of 
any of thedangerons preventable digenser, 
‘The diminution in the number of plagne- 
infecled rate is more than can be 
accounted for by the smaller number of 
rats examined in the Laboratory, doe 
to the resumption of the examination 
of rata found dead only, that is to say, 
exclading the examination of trapped 
rats from the Northern 4th Sanitary 
Sab-Distriot. Io January 2,565 rats 
were examined of which 48 or 1.87 per 
cont, were found plagueinfected ; in 











Febvomy 638 wore examined and 4 or 
0.63 jer cent, were fund 'plagoe- 
infected. ‘The resomption of the original 
method of examining rats in the Labo- 
rats sy was made because the examination 
of trapped rats ;ave no new information
